Egypt Exploration Fund. 


The Bgypt Exploration Fand (Graco-Roman 
Branch) held a most interesting exhibition last 
week in London :«f the papyri and antiquities 
Gnearthed by Messrs. Grenfell ond Hant at 
Oxyrbyochos andin the Feyoom Provinde, as 
well as she antiquities from Nauoratis found by 
Mr, Hogarth, of the British School.et Athens. 
The explorations at N.ucrasis, near the Western 
end of the Nile Delta, nos far from Alexandria, 
were carried outs atthe expense of the Athens 
School. Oxyrhynchas is some ose hundred 
miles South of Usiro, and the work in the Fsyoom 
was at @ epos sbout fifsy miles Scosh of the 
Oapital. M.sers. Grenfsl and Runt were engaged 
for aboat three months last winter. Among the 
papyri, mots of which came from Oxyrbynohus, 
and a few from the Fsyoom, are some remarkable 
documents. With the exception of the papyrus 
containing the ‘‘Seyings of oar Lord” (Third 
Centary 4.D.), which has already been shown, all 
the pspyri are exhibited for the first time. The 
most noteworthy soriptaral popyri are fragments 
of 8t. Jubn’se and Ss. Mathow’s Gospole and St. 
Paul’s Epist's to the Romans (she latter evidently 
a schoolboy’s writing) The collection also com- 
prises a large mnamber of Greek olassioal freg- 

ments from a.D. 1 toibe Seventh Century, smong 
them beings fragment of Menender’s pley "The 
Shoro Lady,” of Homer’s Fifth Book of the 
“Iliad” (one of the largest rolls found), a frag- 

ment of Sappho’s, anda bit of Haolid, with « 

diagram.
